The present law, being Chapter 127 of the Laws of 
1891, prohibits the use of illustrations of coins of the 
United States and those of foreign countries. This prohibi- 
tion seems to serve no useful purpose, and needlessly inter- 
feres with the scientific study of coins by>collectors. 

This Society deems it a hardship that such a law should re- 
main on the statute-books, and, by the undersigned as its

Dear Sir:— 


In order to make a better entrance to the subway station of the new underground railway, 
to be situated in the City Hall Park, at the request of the Rapid Transit Commission, the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners of the City have requested the Board of Aldermen of the City 
of New York to authorize the razing of all buildings in that Park excepting the City Hall and 
the County Courthouse. 

This action has been disapproved of by the Board of Aldermen by the very decisive vote 
of 46 to 10, the Board being impressed with the importance of retaining the Old Hall of 
Records Building on zccount of its historical asssociations and because the use of that build- 
ing as a National Historical Museum has already twice been authorized by that Board. 

There is NO REASON WHATEVER why the building cannot be moved a short dis- 
tance from its present location in the Park at small expense to the City, and put to the uses to 
which the Board has twice pledged its word. 

The Committee, desiring to crystallize public sentiment on this important matter, and 
also with a view to bringing about some practical result, that may lead to the preservation of 
the Building in question, though it be necessary to remove it to some other location in the 
Park, will hold a PUBLIC HEARING in the ALDERMANIC CHAMBERS at the CITY 
HALL ON FRIDAY, SEPTEMBER 26, 1902, AT 2 O'CLOCK, P. M.

MEMORANDUM. 


On July 22d last the following protest was referred by the BOARD OF ALDERMEN OF 
THE CITY OF NEW YORK to the COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC EDUCATION: 


“National Historical Museum, No. tir Fifth Avenue, 
“New York, July 21, rg02. 
“The Board of Aldermen of the City of New York, City Hall, New York: 


_ “Sirs,—Concerning the enactment of your honorable Board on the 20th of May last when resolu- 
“tions were passed granting the old Hall of Records in the City Hall Park to the National Historical 
“Museum of the City of New York, for the uses of a Patriotic Museum whrein to display, for the im- 

“provement and education of the people of our city, and particularly for the benefit of those of our 
“fellow citizens residing in the lower and easterly portions of the city, revolutionary and historic 
“relics, consisting of battle flags, pictures, relics of Washington, Jefferson, and other historic charac- 
“ters, and rare and priceless documents, which are now, or may in the future come into the posses- 
“sion of the National Historical Museum, and which resolutions received the approval of his Honor 
“the May or of New York; and, whereas, it has come to the notice of our Board of Trustees that the 
“Subway Commissioners of The City of New York have made certain representations with a view to 
“the demolition of this building in order that a station for the underground railway be placed on the 
Sule: 

_ “We, the undersigned officers and Trustees for the said National Historical Museum, beg hereby 
“to protest most strongly against the action of the Board of Sinking Fund Commissioners in acquiescing 
“to the request of the Subway Commissioners in aereeing to the razing of the Old Hall of Records. 

“The historic character of this building is well-known to the members of your Honorable Board, 
“St being one of the four ante-revolutionary buildings yet remaining in the Borough of Manhattan, 
“and being pre-eminently the foremost and most striking monument now standing in The City of 
“ivew York, which has come down to us with the actual marks of historic days, its very walls being 
“pervaded with the fragrance of those principles which impelled our forefathers to suffer for the lib- 
“erty which we, their sons, are enjoying to-day. 

“Tt is not too much to say that, with the possible excention of the Hall of Independence in Phila- 
“delphia, where the Declaration of Independence was read on July 4, 1776, there is no building in the 
“United States around which cluster such hallowed memories as the old Hall of Records. 

“Tf we turn to all the great cities ox the Old World, we find them containing monumental build- 
“ings which record and perpetuate the spirit of their struggles, their progress and all the venerated 
“memories of a great historic past, and far from their citizens considering them ‘unsightly’ monu- 
“ments ‘out of harmony with surrounding conditions,’ and as such, objects to be hastily removed, vast 
“sums are spent annually to keep them in as nearly as possible the exact condition of their infancy. 
“Shall The City of New York, no jess great (perhaps greater), but more ‘practical,’ tear down and 
“eradicate this worthy reminder of her childhood? 

“We build monuments to the memory of noble characters who have achieved great things, and 
“Wwe set aside days commemorative of events in our past which have had ereat bearing on our present 

\ “and which will have eaually great bearing on our future. In the case of the Old Hall of Records we 

: “have a monument already erected; a monument unusuallv apt in its location and in its adaptability 
“to the uses to which, as an Historical Museum, it is pronosed to put it; a monument to which we 
“can point with pride as recalling to the young of the City those principles of liberty and patriotism 
“and noble endeavor on which the stability of our Citv has been founded, and which will therefore 
“ever appeal to them and instill in their minds veneration for New York’s historic past. 

“Tf the plans and arguments presented by the Subwav Commissioners show that it is absolutely 
“necessary to remove this building from its precise present site in consequence of the necessity of 
locatine a subway station at this exact spot, we respectfully petition that your Honorable Board, if 
“they can see no other way out of the dificult. call upon the Subway Commissioners to carefully re- 
“move the Old Hall of Records building to an acceptable adjacent site in the City Hall Park; and 
“for such position we suggest the site at the northeast corner of the Park, now occupied by the 
“old and dilapidated brownstone fire-engine house; and, in any event, we earnestlv request that a 
“public hearine be fixed at which this matter may be discussed by those most interested. We re-

__ “The Committee on Public Buildings and Markets, to whom was referred on July 7, 1902, 
“(Minutes Page 104) the annexed communication from his Honor the Mayor relative to the removal 
of certain nublic buildings from the City Hall Park, resnectfully

“That they met jointly with the Sinking Fund Commissioners, at which meeting the subject 
“matter of the communication was given careful consideration, conclusions were reached which are 
“embodied in a resolution, a copy of which is hereto attached. 

“They therefore recommend that the accompanying resolution be adopted: 

“Resolved that the Board of Aldermen hereby concurs in the conclusions of the Sinking Fund 
“Commissioners and the Committee on Public Buildings, Markets and Supplies of the Board of 
“Aldermen, in the matter of the removal from the City Hall Park of tne Hall of Records, the En- 
gine House and Hook and Ladder Company and the brownstone building occupied by the City 
“Court, as contained in the resolution of the said joint bodies and adopted bv them in joint meet- 
“ing held July 17, 1902, as follows, to wit :— 

“Resolved, That, in the judgment of the Sinkine Fund Commissioners and the Committe on

“tion of the tunnel cannot be completed until the buildings are removed; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the Manufacturers’ Association of New York respectfully petitions the Mayor, 
“the Board of Aldermen, or such department of the City government as has jurisdiction, to take im- 
“mediate action to have all these buildings removed and work completed so that tue citizens of 
“Greater New York may enjoy the bneficial results of the underground rapid transit system at the 
“earliest possible moment.
